TLTE' NEW 
CHINESE 
THE ATI US. 


While many of the lending journals of the 


country are endorsing the recently signed 
Chinese treaties in the highest terms, and 
sjie.ik of them as likely to bo of tbo greatest 
benefit to the United States, both commer- 
cially and socially, tbo Boston Advertiser in 
a long editorial article inclines very strong- 
ly to an opposite view of the results of 
these treaties upon American interests. 
It 


calls to mind tbo great and general rejoic- 
ing which was felt when former treaties 
with China were made by Miufsters Gushing 
and Burliogainenml the reaction whicb.after- 
wards followed in both cases, and predicts 
a similar experience in regard to the Augell 
treaty when its provision sshall bo more 
carefully considered and better understood. 
It denies that our trade with China is in- 
creasing or that it probably will, increase 
under 
the new treaiies. Moreover, it. de- 


clares that China is not a particularly prom- 
ising field for commercial success, sinco it 
is well known that the Chinese, while large 
producers, are but small consumers. 


The idea of reciprocity has never been 


considered by Chinese statesmen, nor does 
it enter into these treaties. Only a few 
ports of China are open to American mer- 
chants nnd travellers, while the Chinese 
may trade or travel throughout our land as 
freely aa desired. Accordingly we know r,l- 
most nothing of China and its commerce, 
while our own methods and prospects and 
the precise condition 
of our commercial 


atfairs is an well known lo the celestials as 
to ourselves. The opium clause is of little 
practical importance, and simply puts a 
premium upon smuggling besides giving a 
decided advantage to English merchants.
